SENATE HANDED 
LEGISLATION FOR 


House to Get Bill 
Today Asking Supreme 
Strength for Nation 
WASHINGTON, April 6 (f) 
— 


Legislation designed to make Amer- 
ica supreme in the air was intro- 
duced in the Senate today and will 
be offered in the House tomorrow. 


It may speed up congressional 


action on selective service and uni- 
versal military training, side-tracked 
by growing Senate and House de- 
mands for an invincible air force. 


Today's bills — 19 in all, 


including- 
many 
omnibus 


measures and two resolutions — 
are designed to rebuild American 
manpower and .maintain it and 
thus "reinforce" the European 
recovery program. 


The measures came from the 


congressional aviation policy board 
and had previously been recom- 
mended by the Congressional air 
study group. 
* • * 


REP. HINSHAW (R-Calif), vice 


chairman of the policy board, said 
the bills were "designed to rein- 
force the long-range purposes of 
the European recovery program by 
rehabilitating America's air strength 
and maintaining It with a healthy 
and expandable 'aviation industry 
and a stftmg civil air component.' 


The board's statement said 


the unusual mass of bills is 
"calculated to provide an im- 
mediate increase in the military 
air might of the nation and to 
strengthen the aviation indus- 
try." 


The biggest change, it said, is a

purchases. 


The new plan, the board said, 


"would make possible a succession 
cf five-year programs of aircraft 
design ind procurement."

James H. Duff that "any endeavor 
by this group of truckers or by any 
other group by threats, coercion or 
intimidation to take the law into 
their own hands cannot and will 
not be tolerated." 


The protest, begun Sunday 


night by drivers advocating an 
increase in the gross load limit, 
had halted an estimated 1000 
trucks along the four-lane road- 
way. Upwards of 500 were in 
a solid line, engine to tail light, 
across the rolling hills near 
this eastern terminus. Others 
were scattered along the road 
all the way west to irwin, near 
Pittsburgh.

LAKE SUCCESS. April 6 </P)— 


The Soviet Ukraine today abked the 
Security council to recon&lder Uni- 
ted Nations membership applica- 
tions from (seven nations, Including 
Italy and Finland. 


The 
western powers the 
past 


weekend demanded re-examination 
of application from Italy and Trans- 
Jordan, both vetoed twice by Russia 
in the past. Russia also previously 
vetoed Finland. 


In an obvious counter-move to 


the pre-Itahan election step by the 
western powers, the Ukraine also 
called for reconsideration 
of Al- 


bania, Outer Mongolia, Romania, 
Hungary and Bulgaria. 


The step apparently did not as- 


sure that Italy would not be vetoed 
again by the Soviet Union. 


Russia has contended that ex- 


enemy countries must be taken in 
together. Because Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Romania failed to get 
the necessary seven council votes 
previously, Russia's Andrei A. Oro- 
myko vetoed Italy.

of zero (at the point described above) 
is not very prudent, for within the circle 
one mile in diameter around this point 
are practically no buildings.

THE industrial worker takes it on the 


skin. 


Acids, dusts, paints, dyes, petroleum 


products, rubber compounds and metals, 
all may irritate the skin. In fact, it has 
been estimated that some ten to twelve 
out of every hundred patients with skin 
diseases develop them as a result of the 
type of work they are doing, and that 
afcout 50.000 cases of industrial dermatitis 
occurr each year in the United States. 


Bette* understanding of this problem 


and more care on the part of both work- 
ers and employers could do much to re- 
duce this large annual toll of disability 
which is reflected on the economic side in 
thousands of dollars lost in wages and 
thousands more paid out for compensation 
atid medical care. 


Fair-skmned people need to take es- 


pecial care when working with irritating 
substances, since they seem to be more 
sensitive than darker persons. 


Sweating, also, is a factor. The more 


one perspires, the more dirt is held in the 
sweat, and the more the worker isJikely 
to rub his face with his hands. This 
causes double irritation. The friction it- 
self may cause damage and. at the same 
time, harmful substances are rubbed into 
tiie skin, 


Carelessness in handling irritating 


substances may also be responsible for the 
dereloprnnt of a dermatitis. 


If would appear that there are two 


different types of skin irritants. One type 
directly produces skin inflammation. In 
tins group arc such things as strong acids, 
alkalis, and petroleum products. These 
irritants are harmful to everyone. 


The second group of irritants is called 


sensitizers, and includes such things as 
dyes, lacquers and resms. In ordinary 
ajnottnte, these substances are harmless. 
no-srever, through repeated exposure to 
tiiem. the person develops an allergy or 
sensitivity. Therefore, any contact with 
the subject may lead to the development 
ol a skin rash. 


As a e?neral rule, it is not difficult to 


make a diagnosis of an industrial dermati- 
tis. Close questioning of the patient m 
regard to the substances in which he comes 
in contact gives much u??ful information.

flcials' meeting at the Univers- 
ity of Pennsylvania, experts in 
school 
district 
taxation out- 


lined a myriad of new methods 
of raising revenue'—taxes on 
amusements, public utilities re- 
ceipts, real estate transactions 
and personal incomes all were 
suggested. 


In addition, a tax on slot ma- 


chines in the community, rising 
possibly as high as $250 each, was 
offered as a source of income. 


AT MONDAY NIGHT'S meeting 


of the Pottstown school board it 
was suggested that any necessary 
tax rise this year would be made 
via the personal tax route. 


It was pointed out that property 


owners have borne the brunt of 
school district taxation historically, 
while the per capita tax of $5 has 
remained untouched for two dec- 
ades. 


The small amount paid by par- 


ents for the privilege of having 
their children attend public schools 
was pointed up by the statistics 
on taxes and tuition rates. 


Families living in the borough 


pay S5 per person over 21 to 
the school district, but those 
living outside the borough pay 
S10 a month to have their chil- 
dren educated in local schools. 


Ralph P. Holloway, district sec- 


retary, 
declared that th-e $10 


monthly figure is set by the State, 
and represents the true cost of ed- 
ucating each child. 
* * * 


NOT ALL OP THE increases 


during the past six years are on 
the cost side of the ledger, how- 
ever. An increase in local assess- 
ments, and in population, have re- 
sulted in increases of school district 
receipts. 


The assessed valuation of Potts- 


town real estate has been increas- 
ed from $11.451,220 in 1942 to $13,- 
865,040 in 1947, to $14.172,845 this 
year, and the taxable population— 
all those 21 years of age or older— 
has jumped from 14,282 in 1947 to 
14,794 in 1948. 


In addition, State appropria- 


tions to local schools have been 
boosted from $98,000 in 1941- 
42, to $210,135 during the past 
fiscal year. 


Dr. Prank M. Haiston, super- 


intendent of Pottstown schools, has 
computed that each $1 of increase 
in the personal tax would bring in- 
to the school district $13,350, while 
every one mill of property tax in- 
crease would mean that $13,608 
would accrue to the school district. 
* * * 


HE POINTED out that the man- 


dated increases in teachers' sal- 
aries, made by the Commonwealth, 
added $21.300 to the year's cost, and 
that a request by teachers for a 
second increment, also of $150 an- 
nually, would double that amount. 


Dr. Haiston
